RENOVATION  OF  LAWNS. 

Lawns  which  have  been  badly  laid  down  at  first,  or  neglected 
afterwards,  may  be  improved  by  sowing  20  to  30  lbs.  of  Lawn  Seed 
per  acre.  Before  sowing,  the  surface  of  the  soil  must  be  well  stirred 
with  a  strong  iron  rake,  and  afterwards  top-dressed  with  fine  soil,  if 
possible.  If  the  land  is  poor,  a  top-dressing  of  Bone  Meal  is  desirable. 
After  top-dressing,  roll  the  lawn,  sow  the  seeds,  rake  them  over  with 
a  fine  rake,  and  afterwards  roll  well  both  ways.
